July in each year, was had to the town of Belmullet, in the half barony of Erris, in which is a convenient 
court-house for to try the civil bills, &c., and not any Crown business, as no grand jury could be had in 
the place, from its very great distance from the other baronies, and being nearly surrounded by the 
sea and immense tracts of mountains, it would be of the greatest benefit possible to the poor of that 
country.
